T he first presidential debate 
between HiUary CHnton and 
Donald Trump covered a lot 
of ground Monday night. But 
despite a 30 -minute portion en- 
tirely devoted to the subject “Securing Amer- 
ica,” there were plenty of issues related to the 
defense and national security of the United 
States that did not come up at all. Here are five. 

THE FUTURE 
OF AFGHANISTAN 

Next month, the United States will mark the 
15th anniversary of military operations in the 
country where the Sept, ii, 2001, attacks were 
planned. But despite the deaths of more than 
2,200 US. troops there and the wounding of 
many more, the country remains mired in 
conflict. 

Gen. Joseph Dunford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee last week that 10 per- 
cent of Afghanistan is now under the control 
of the TaUban, and an additional 20 percent is 
contested by it. Dunford described the con- 
flict between Afghan security forces and in- 
surgents as “roughly a stalemate.” 

Taliban leaders watched the debate Mon- 
day night, a spokesman told NBC News. 
Like Americans watching the debate, they 


didn’t hear anything about how the next com- 
mander in chief will handle America’s longest- 
running war. 

THE SOUTH CHINA SEA FEUD 

China’s rise as a nation came up several times 
during the debate, mostly through the lens of 
how it affects US. trade. It also came up when 
both Clinton and Trump addressed the recent 
hack of the Democratic National Committee. 

But the simmering feud in the South China 
Sea— and China’s military expansion there— 
was not mentioned at all. Several countries 
have made claims to both maritime passage- 
ways and islands, and the United States has 
sought to avoid taking a side while maintain- 
ing freedom of navigation through interna- 
tional waterways. 

HOW TO PUT IRAQ 
BACK TOGETHER 

Clinton and Trump shared a lively exchange 
about how to handle the Islamic State, also 
known as ISIS, in which Trump accused her 
of “telling the enemy everything you want to 
do” and Cfinton countered that he has no plan 
whatsoever. But the candidates did not once 
mention the Islamic State-held city of Mosul, 
the coming battle in which U.S.-backed Iraqi 
forces will attempt to take it back, and how 
the international community will assist in 



The showdown between Hillary Clinton 
and Donald Trump on Monday was the 
most-watched presidential debate ever, 
with 84 million viewers. The Nielsen 
company said that the viewership, over 
13 different networks, toppled a record 
that had stood for 36 years. The second of 
three scheduled debates will be Oct. 9. 
The “town hall”-style forum will be 
moderated by CNN's Anderson Cooper 
and ABC News’ Martha Raddatz. - ap 


reconstruction. 

Clinton did say that the United States must 
intensify airstrikes against the militants and 
assist ‘Arab and Kurdish partners to be able to 
actually take out ISIS in Raqqa,” the Islamic 
State’s de facto capital in Syria. But the battle 
for Mosul and surrounding areas is expected 
to come first, and could bring a major human- 
itarian crisis. 

WHAT TO DO WITH THE 
AGING NUCLEAR ARSENAL 

Trump and Clinton agreed that nuclear weap- 
ons are the top threat the world faces. But they 
didn’t address a complicated, related issue: 
What to do with the aging. Cold War-era ar- 
senal of weapons the United States maintains. 
The arsenal includes three options known 


as the “nuclear triad”— bombs delivered by 
ballistic missile, aircraft or submarine — all 
of which are aging. Trump at one point men- 
tioned that the B-52 bomber is old enough 
that “your grandfather could be flying them,” 
but neither candidate broached how Wash- 
ington should pay for upgrades that could 
collectively cost up to Si trillion, according to 
nuclear weapons analysts. 

VETERANS 

After 15 years of war, there are more than 
2.5 million US. veterans of the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. But neither moderator Les- 
ter Holt nor Clinton and Trump mentioned 
them once Monday night, prompting criti- 
cism afterward from the nonprofit group Iraq 
and Afghanistan Veterans ofAmerica (lAVA). 

“Veterans issues are national security issues,” 
lAVA chief executive Paul Rieckhoff said in 
a statement released after the debate. “Both 
candidates missed an incredible opportunity 
tonight to devote at least some portion of their 
time to focus on our nation’s veterans.” 

Rieckhoff said reforming Veterans Affairs, 
protecting benefits promised to veterans in 
the GI Bill, improving care for female veter- 
ans and focusing on the treatment of post- 
traumatic stress and suicide all were “notably 
absent from a discussion segment focused on 
national security”

Is your office environment 
killing your productivity? 


By Meg Graham i blue sky innovation 
Your chatty co-worker, a desk full of com- 
puter screens or the dulcet tones of Flo Rida 
could be killing your productivity at work. 

Companies are always looking at ways to 
help their employees get more done. But as 
office footprints are shrinking and desks are 
getting closer, distractions can be rampant. 
Many experts agree that giving employees a 
choice about where to do their work in an of- 
fice can help, but other small tweaks can also 
boost productivity 

Digital ‘Do Not Disturb’ 

There’s an unspoken headphone rule: Buds in 
mean leave me alone. 

But since some employees 
just like to listen to music while 
they work and others don’t curb 
the chatter even if their col- 
leagues are plugged in, compa- 
nies are looking at other ways 
to help employees signal when 
they’re in the zone. 

Helene Segura, a productivity 
consultant based in San Anto- 
nio, said she spotted one helpful 
system at CBI Group, a Texas- 
based office interior solutions 
provider. 

The company’s desks have 
LED lights. Green means avail- 
able, orange automatically shows if an em- 
ployee is busy on a productivity app and red 
means “do not disturb.” Other lights can signal 
incoming notifications from emails and calen- 
dar reminders or have customized meanings. 

“Obviously, it costs a little more, but it re- 
ally helps with productivity,” Segura said. “In 
these open environments ... people feel com- 
fortable enough to just stop by any old time, 
and interruptions are one of our biggest time 
leaks {in] the day” 

Desk setup 

If employees use multiple screens because 
certain tasks require it, that’s one thing. 
“If you have two or four or five screens on 


your desk because you’re multitasking, that 
doesn’t do any good because our brains are 
not capable of multitasking well,” Segura said. 

Same goes for all those Slack and Outlook 
notifications popping up on all those screens. 

“It takes the brain an average of 6o seconds 
to restart when we switch tasks,” Segura said. 

Light 

“Ifyou’re in a space that has no windows, people 
tend to be less productive than when they’re in 
a space where they have access to natural light,” 
said Claren Pappo, an interior architect and in- 
structor at the lUinois Institute of Art. “It helps 
with your natural body systems, also just tends 
to raise people’s moods— and 
they’re just more productive.” 

Letting employees have con- 
trol over their light is impor- 
tant, Pappo said, and offices 
should stick to natural-looking 
light when they’re using bulbs. 
Pappo said the natural light 
halogens are a best bet. 

Technology 

Design of an office and the 
setup of technology should be 
done together to make sure em- 
ployees can easily connect to 
share and display information, 
said Michelle Osburn, a plan- 
ning and strategy consultant for Chicago ar- 
chitecture and design firm Perkins + Will. 

“There are a lot of situations where you go 
into a client space and every conference room 
has different tools: This one has an overhead 
[projector], this one has an LED screen via 
wireless, this one you connect via wires, this 
one can do video conferencing, this one 
can’t,” Osburn said. 

Thinking about technology as part of the 
design process makes for more productive 
spaces, she said. 

“You can really make the workplace more 
effective — and not waste that first lo minutes 
in a meeting fiddling around with the technol- 
ogy— and be able to get to work,” she said.
